dog-fights, short take-offs — 1 1 
guess we got the whole routine, j 
We loved every minute of it. 
Finally we boarded an aircraft I 
carrier. We were off on our ren­ 
dezvous with destiny. We had been i 
at sea for some time when Gen. 
Doolittle let us in on the great 
Berret. 
That was quite a scene—when 
we all finally realized that our 
target was Tokyo—that our ul­ 
timate goal was Japan. I still feel 
the thrill that went over me that 
day. 
The Davy Jones was the pet 
name of the plane I was to go 
over Japan in. The pilot, Maj. Gen. 
David M. Jones, is now a prisoner i 
of war, after being forced down 
a few weeks ago in the North 
African campaign. 
My job was ‘’engineering gun­ 
ner.” On that flight I manned the 
two guns in the upper turret. 
Then the morning of the take- I 
off. 
I guess everybody 
knows 
by ! 
now it was premature. 
Difficult Take-Off 
The weather was raw, blustery. ■ 
The flight deck 
of 
the Hornet 
pitched and heaved in the heavy 
seas. 
You felt your heart sink­ 
ing right down into your stomach. 
But how could you let yourself 
abow It when everybody was up 
there, 
so gay and gallant, and 
none of us knowing what the end 
would be? 
That aounds just 
a 
little bit 
dramatic. 
But 
something 
did 
catch me in the throat when I saw 
Gen. Doolittle’s 
plane roll down 
the deck and take off for Tokyo. 
The months of training, of hop­ 
ing, were fat behind. 
This was 
the real thing. 
Here is another 
thing that I 
have to say, and I hope it won’t 
be interpreted as any bid for re­ 
cognition on my part. 
It s only this— 
febort 
on 
Fuel 
We knew when we left the ear- ! 
lier that we weren’t going to have I 
enough fuel to make it back to J 
land after we bombed Japan. 
Sure, I’m ail right. I’m doing 
okay. I’m alive. But I want peo­ 
ple to remember, when they think 
of those boys who died in Japan, i 
that the felolws themselves knew 
their number might be up. 
We hit our target, and I said a 
prayer when 
the 
bomba 
went 
down. 
I prayed for hours after 
that. They came in handy, those 
prayers. 
It's 
only 
because of 
Providence that I’m alive today. 
We 
were "somewhere 
over 
China” when our fuel gave out, j 
and the pilot told us we 
would 
have to jump for it. 
I was the J 
first to bail out The other fellows 
yelled: "Happy landing, Joe!” and 
away I went. 
The other five members of the 
crew followed. 
W’e were isolated 
when we landed. It took us about 
four days of beating through the 
bush to get together. 
We knew we were in China—in 
the land of our ally. 
We can’t say just where at this 
time, for military reasons. 
Some friendly Chinese found us 
fed us and practically nursed us 
back to complete health. 
They 
gave us 
what 
food they could j 
spare. 
It was really inspiring to 
see the way they welcomed Amer­ 
icans. 
They trusted us complete­ 
ly. 
They hid us under a cliff during 
the day, and then, in the darkness 
of night, 
they 
guided 
us into 
Chungking. 
Well, I guess you know the rest. 
Madame Chiang Kai-Shek — and 
there'a a great woman — gave us 
a party, and personally decorated 
us with 
the 
Military 
Order of I 
China. 
The Generalissimo came to the 
party, and delivered a little talk 
in Chinese. 
It really made you J 
feel good, to feel the strength, the I 
courage, and the tenacity of our 
allies. China is in this fight to the 
end, you can bet on that 
We're home now. W’e came by 
way of India. 
But we left some­ 
thing behind us.

five infantry divisions at the ad­ 
vancing British. In addition to his 
tank losses in that battle, the Brit­ 
ons captured 500 axis troops. 
Hun Defenses Cracked 
The heaviest fighting along the 
Enftdaville line occurred 
near 
Takrouna. The British 
captured 
Takrouna Wednesday, blasting a 
wedge in the 
Nazis’ 
formidable 
defenses, 
composed 
largely 
of 
hundreds of m ortar and machine- , 
gun emplacements hidden in caves 
and behind rocks. 
Here the Britons asked and gave 
no quarter as they 
plied 
their 
bayonets and busily hurled hand 
grenades in their drive 
to 
push 
the last axis forces in North Afri­ 
ca into the sea. At one point they 
symbolically hurled a cornered 
group of Nazis over a cliff. 
All along the raging Tunisian 
front artillery batteries 
pounded 
the desperate Germans and Ital­ 
ians unmercifully. From the skies 
allied planes hurled bombs on the 
enemy and raked him with gun­ 
fire, further adding to the contin­ 
ual din of the melee. 
Lull In Air War 
The aerial war on the European 
front had quieted down last night. 
But the air ministry announced to­ 
day that British bombers during 
the night laid mines in axis-held 
waters. Two of the planes did not 
return. 
Meanwhile 
American 
airmen 
who bombed Tokyo last year with 
Major General 
Jimmy 
Doolittle 
and are now serving with him in 
North Africa, demanded an oppor­ 
tunity blast the Nipponese capital 
again in revenge for the torture 
and execution of some of 
their 
captured buddies by the Japanese 
Doolittle 
promised 
them 
that 
j Tokyo again would 
be 
raided— 
but not by such a light force as 
caused the Japs to quake in terror 
in 1942. 
In the south Pacific, American 
fliers bombed and strafed Japan­ 
ese 
bases

Australia, 
wreaking heavy damages on Jap- 
held villages and an artillery base. 
A heavy bomber, 
on 
reconnais­ 
sance at Kavieng, 
New Guinea, 
fought off four intercepting Zeros 
In a 150-mile running battle. 
On the Russian front, hundreds 
more German lives were lost 
in 
the continuing counterattacks on 
Russian forces closing in on Nov* 
orosslsk, Black sea naval base in 
the western Caucasus.

To Find Malnutrition

rickets and scurvy such as we 
have not seen for 30 y ears (at 
least in this corn-fed section of the 
country ), it may bt well for every 
citizen to be alert to the signs 
which may indicate that he is not 
getting 
enough 
food, 
or 
not 
enough of the right kinds of food. 
Malnutrition often comes on so 
subtly that y ou are not aware of 
its encroachments. Weight change 
is not a criterion, as we shall ex ­ 
plain below. Under conditions of 
food shortage a fellow may want 
to fill himself up and feel reas­ 
onably comfortable, so he eats the 
most concentrated, the richest 
foods he can find, and looks fat 
and plump, but really is in a state 
of hidden malnutrition. 
Increase of Vitamin Deficiency 
I have said for y ears that the 
statements emanating from high 
authorities, that one-third of the 
American people were suffering 
from vitamin deficiency and mal­ 
nutrition, were absurdly ex agger­ 
ated, sensational and alarmist in 
character. But that was at a time 
of food abundance in the land. I 
am well aware that in a country 
where food is so scarce it must be 
rationed, the vitamin deficiency 
diseases appear and develop by 
leaps and bounds. 
That was abundantly proved 
by the widespread malnutrition 
in the populations of Germany 
and Austria after World War I. 
(In other countries too, of course, 
but we have the detailed medical 
reports of the American War Re­ 
lief Commission and Quakers on 
the conditions in Germany and 
Austria.) 
One would think that weight 
would be an infallible criterion. 
But by the ordinary standard 
tables a child or an adult may be 
considerably underweight and y et 
be in splendid nutrition, and con-

Growth and Weight 
Growth and weight in children, 
however, even though not infal- 
liable. are valuable indices, and a 
record of y our children’s weight 
and height each week is a good 
thing to have in these troublous 
times. 
“ Through new knowledge nu­ 
trition has already ex tended into 
a new, a vast domain,” writes Dr. 
H. D. Kruse of New York. This 
is the domain of the vitamins. 
There are many chemical and 
blood tests to determine the early 
stages of vitamin deficiency . But 
they are too elaborate to employ 
on large groups of persons. Your 
doctor should know the general 
signs of the early stages of mal­ 
nutrition, which he can determine 
rapidly by simple means. Con­ 
sult him regularly .

weight down. I have heard that 
it is harmful and would like y our 
opinion.

Malnutrition often comes on so 
subtly that you are not aware of 
its encroachments. Weight change 
is not a criterion, as we shall ex­ 
plain below. Under conditions of 
food shortage a fellow may want 
to fill himself up and feel reas­ 
onably comfortable, so he eats the 
most concentrated, the richest 
foods he can find, and looks fat 
and plump, but really is in a state 
of hidden malnutrition. 
Increase of Vitamin Deficiency 
I hav# said for years that the 
statem ents emanating from high 
authorities, that one-third of the 
American people were suffering 
from vitamin deficiency and mal­ 
nutrition, were absurdly exagger­ 
ated, sensational and alarmist in 
character. But that was at a time 
of food abundance in the land. I 
am well aware that in a country 
where food is so scarce it must be 
rationed, the vitamin deficiency 
diseases appear and develop by 
leaps and bounds. 
That was abundantly proved 
by the widespread malnutrition 
in the populations of Germany 
and Austria after World War I. 
(In other countries too, of course, 
but we have the detailed medical 
reports of the American War Re­ 
lief Commission and Quakers on 
the conditions in Germany and 
Austria.) 
One would think that weight 
would be an infallible criterion. 
But by the ordinary standard 
tables a child or an adult may be 
considerably underweight and yet

The first day of 
the week —Su nday—Mary Magda­ 
lene went to Jesu s’ tomb very 
early before it was light, probably 
arou nd 5 30 a. rn., and there she 
fou nd the stone had been rolled 
away from the entrance. Su re that 
His enemies had robbed the sepu l­ 
chre of His body and tak en it 
away. Mary ru shed to Simon Peter 
and John and told them. "They 
have tak en away the Lord ou t of 
the sepu lchre, and we k now not 
where they have laid Him.” 
Peter and John hastened to see 
for themselves. John reaching the 
tomb first. He stooped down and 
look ed in and he saw the linen 
clothes lying there. He did not go 
in, however 
* Simon Peter came then and 
went into the sepu lchre and saw 
the linen clothes Jesu s had worn 
tying there.

ENOUGH BEETS should be 
planted in the Victory garden to 
» ( insure tender y oung ones for table 
u se all through th# summer. As a 
guide to y our needs bear in mind 
that one ounce of beet seed will 
plant a row IOO feet long and that 
amount should y ield about two 
and one-half bushels of beets. 
Aside from the nutritional v alue 
of the beet roots the beet greens 
are an > ex cellent source of v ita­ 
mins A and G and iron. 
As illustrated in the accom- 
putty ing Garden-Graph, many gar- 
* t deners prefer to pull up the beets 
when the root Is about one inch 
in diameter. At this time the tops 
are v ery tender and make succu­ 
lent greens while the beets them- 


selv es, although small, are ready 
for table use. The beet roots, how- 
ev er, ar* at their best for table 
use when they are one and one- 
half to two inches in diameter. 
One of the moat common ills of 
beets is leaf spot. The appearance 
of an afflicted leaf ie shown in the 
Illustration. Th# center of the dis­ 
ease spot is white and the outer 
border a purplish color. 
Leaf spot is a fungus disease 
and can be controlled by spray ing 
with Bordeaux mix ture or dusting 
with a copper-Ume dust when the 
•pots appear and continuing at 
10-day interv als. 
Crop rotation and disinfecting 
the seeds before planting ar# two 
means for keeping down leaf spot

Care of Beets in Victory Garden 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Relets td by Centi ti Press Associttion 
ENOUGH BEETS should be 
planted in the Victory garden to 
insure tender young ones for table 
use all through the summer. As a 
guide to your needs bear in mind 
that one ounce of beet seed will 
plant a row IOO feet long and that 
amount should yield about two 
^ and one-half bushels 4* beets. 
Aside from the nutritional value 
of the beet roots the beet greens 
are an > excellent source of vita­ 
mins A and G and iron. 
As illustrated in th* accom­ 
panying Gardtn-Graph, many gar- 
*“ deners prefer to pull up th# beets 
when th* root la about on# Ineh 
in diameter. At this time the tops 
are very tender and make succu­ 
lent greens while the beets them­ 


selves, although small, are ready 
for table use. The beet roots, how- 
ever, ar* at their best for table 
us* when they are one and one- 
half to two inches in diameter. 
One of the moet common ilia of 
beets is leaf spot. The appearance 
of an afflicted leaf la shown in the 
illustration. The center of the dis­ 
ease spot Is white and the outer 
border a purplish color. 
Leaf spot Is a fungus disease 
and can be controlled by spraying 
with Bordeaux mixture or dusting 
with a copper-lim# dust when the 
•pots appear and continuing at 
10-day intervals. 
Crop rotation and disinfecting 
the seeds before planting are two 
means for keeping down leaf spot

Sure that 
Hts enemies had robbed the sepul­ 
chre of His body and taken it 
away. Mary rushed to Simon Peter 
and John and told them. "They 
have taken away the Lord out of 
the sepulchre, and we know not 
where they have laid Him." 
Peter and John hastened to see 
for themselves. John reaching the 
tomb first. He stooped down and 
looked in and he saw the linen 
clothes lying there. He did not go 
in, however. 
- Simon Peter came then and 
went into the sepulchre and saw 
the linen clothes Jesus had worn 
lying there. The napkin that had 
been about His head was not lying 
with the linen clothes, but was 
neatly folded in a place by itself 
John then went in and saw this for 
himself, and "he believed.'* John 
tells us.

The disciples then went home;

When she had said this she 
turned, and there stood Jesus, but 
she did not recognize Him—maybe 
because her eyes were so full of 
tears, perhaps because He was 
changed somewhat. 

“Woman, 
why weepest thou* whom seekest 
thou'*” "Dunking it was a garden­ 
er because such a man was most 
likely to be about at that early 
hour.
